To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Carmarthen  Rural 

District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

1 beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1961. 

The  health  of  the  population  remained  at  a satisfactory  level 
throughout  the  year,  and  I am  again  happy  to  report  that  no  case 
of  Diphtheria,  Food  Poisoning  or  Poliomyelitis  occurred. 

The  Council  continued  to  implement  Improvement  Grant 
Schemes  on  a wide  scale.  During  the  year  112  applications  for 
the  Discretionary  Grant  were  approved  in  principle  and  36  applica- 
tions for  the  Standard  Grant  received  approval.  The  Council 
can  be  well  proud  of  the  achievements  attained  in  this  field  of 
housing,  and  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  since  the  operation  of  these 
schemes  no  fewer’than  801  (736  Discretionary ; 65  Standard)  have  been 
completed. 

The  Rodent  Control  service  continued  to  be  much  appreciated 
by  the  general  public.  Frequently  messages  of  appreciation  are 
received  from  house-holders  of  the  efficient  manner  in  which  the 
staff  have  carried  out  treatments. 

Notification  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  continues  to  remain 
at  a low  level.  Undoubtedly  the  Mass  Radiography  Service 
plays  an  important  part  in  the  early  detection  of  cases  thereby 
preventing  large  scale  infection  of  the  general  public. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  further  progress  was  made  on  various 
water  supplies  and  sewerage  schemes. 

I wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  work  carried  out  by  my 
staff,  and  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  whole- 
hearted manner  in  which  they  have  supported  me. 

I wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  and  their  staff  for  their  continued 
support  and  help.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Carmarthen  Rural  District  covers  an  area  of  202,733  acres 
and  is  divided  into  29  Parishes,  viz:-  Abergwili,  Abernant,  Cynwyl 
Elfed,  Llanllawddog,  Llanpumsaint,  Llanarthney,  Llanddarog, 
Llangunnor,  Llandyfaelog,  Llangendeirne,  St.  Ishmael,  Llangain, 
Llangynog,  Llanstephan,  Newchurch,  Laugharne  Township, 
Llanddowror,  Llangynin,  Llanwinio,  Meidrim,  St.  Clears,  Trelech- 
a’r-Betws,  Cilymaenllwyd,  Henllanfallteg,  Llandissilio-East, 
Eglwyscummin,  Llanboidy,  Pendine  and  Whitland. 

The  mid-year  home  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General  for  1961  is  27,960. 

For  Registration  purposes  the  area  is  divided  into  the  following 
four  Registration  Sub-Districts: — 

Abergwili,  Llangain  and  St.  Clears  (Carmarthen  Rural). 

Llangendeirne. 

Cynwyl. 

Llanboidy. 


For  Sanitary  Administration  purposes,  the  area  is  divided  into 
three  divisions,  and  each  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  a Public 
Health  Inspector.  The  Divisions  are  as  follows: —

The  area  is  mainly  agricultural,  the  inhabitants  being  engaged 
in  farming  and  allied  trades.  Milk  factories  are  situated  at  Whitland, 
St.  Clears  and  Pensarn  (Llangunnor).  At  the  United  Dairies 
Factory,  Whitland,  the  milk  intake  from  farms  was  32  million 
gallons,  an  increase  of  approximately  5%  on  the  previous  year. 
Despatches  as  liquid  milk  was  confined  entirely  to  peak  periods 


when  intake  was  in  excess  of  manufacturing  potential,  namely, 
105,000  gallons  per  day.  The  products  manufactured  were  Un- 
sweetened Condensed  Milk,  Spray  Skim  and  Full  Cream  Powder. 
The  factory  at  Pensarn  operated  on  similar  lines  to  that  of  last 
year  with  the  exception  that  the  manufacturing  of  fancy  cheese 
was  transferred  to  another  creamery. 

Portions  of  the  Parishes  of  Llanarthney,  Llanddarog  and  Llan- 
gendeirne  border  on  the  anthracite  coalfield,  and  naturally  the 
main  occupation  of  that  area  is  coal  mining.  In  addition,  there 
are  a few  quarries  in  the  rural  area,  particularly  along  the  limsetone 
ridge  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  district.  The  Railways  throughout 
the  area  provide  employment  for  a large  number  of  persons,  partic- 
ularly in  the  Western  Parishes  around  Whitland. 

No  particular  occupation  (coal  mining  excepted)  can  be  said 
to  have  any  prejudical  effect  upon  the  health  of  the  people. 

The  Rateable  value  of  the  area  is  £167,020,  the  sum  represented 
by  a Penny  Rate  £665  4s.  Id.  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses 

at  the  end  of  the  year  according  to  the  Rate  Book  is  8,693.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA 


Laboratory  Facilities: 

As  in  former  years  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  now 
situated  at  the  West  Wales  General  Hospital,  Glangwili  and  which 
is  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  FI.  D.  S.  Morgan,  again  proved  of 
inestimable  value  to  the  health  services  of  the  area. 


Ambulance  Facilities: 

Ambulance  facilities,  including  facilities  for  the  transport  of 
sitting  car  cases,  are  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council. 

Home  Nursing  Service: 

This  service  is  undertaken  by: — 

(a)  Eight  District  Nurses  under  arrangements  made  by  the 
County  Council  with  District  Nursing  Associations,  viz:-  Abergwili, 
Cynwyl  Elfed,  Ferryside,  Llanboidy,  Llanegwad,  Llangunnor, 
St.  Clears  and  Whitland. 

(b)  Seven  District  Nurses  in  direct  employ  of  the  County  Council 
in  the  following  districts:-  Abernant  and  Newchurch,  Drefach, 
Gorslas,  Laugharne,  Meidrim  and  Trelech,  Pontyates  and  Llan- 
stephan. 

The  District  Nurses  also  undertake  midwifery  work  in  their 
areas. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres: 

Eleven  Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  the  area  viz  : — Carmarthen, 
Ferryside,  Gorslas  (Cross  Hands),  Laugharne,  Llanstephan,  Pendine, 
Pontyates,  St.  Clears,  Trelech,  Whitland  and  Meidrim. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics: 

Three  Ante-Natal  Clinics — Kidwelly,  Cross  Hands  and  Pontyates, 
and  one  Midwives’  Clinic  at  Carmarthen  cater  for  the  area. 

The  Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children: 

Arrangements  are  made  for  unmarried  mothers  to  be  admitted 
to  one  of  the  following  hostels:-  Northlands,  Cardiff;  Cwindonkin 
Shelter,  Swansea  ; The  Llandaff  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare 
Committee  Hostel,  Penarth,  or  the  St.  Martin’s  Home,  Hereford. 

This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council. 
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Hospital  Accommodation: 

Infectious  Diseases: 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  situated  at  Upper  Tumble, 
near  Llanelly,  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 

General  Hospital  Facilities: 

Hospital  facilities  are  available  at  Priory  Street  and  at  Glangwili, 
Carmarthen,  and  both  hospitals  are  known  as  the  West  Wales 
General  Hospital.  The  Hospital  provides  treatment  for  general 
medical  and  surgical  diseases  for  the  whole  of  the  West  Wales  area. 

Venereal  Diseases: 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  the  treatment 
of  Venereal  Diseases.  There  are  no  Clinics  in  the  area  of  the 
Rural  District,  the  nearest  being  in  Llanelly. 

National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951: 

Section  47  of  the  1948  Act. 

This  section  as  amended  in  1951,  gives  power  to  remove  compul- 
sorily to  Hospital  or  Part  1 1 1 accommodation  persons  in  need 
of  care  and  attention,  which  they  are  unable  to  provide  for  themselves 
and  which  they  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons. 

The  living  conditions  of  a few  old  people  were  investigated  during 
the  year,  and  an  Order  was  obtained  for  the  removal  of  one  lady  of 
91  years  of  age,  but  this  was  not  enforced  as  she  voluntarily  agreed 
to  enter  an  Institution. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Housing : 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  dwellings  which  had  been 
completed  by  the  Council  in  their  Post  War  Programme  reached 
a total  of  1,025,  and  the  Council  can  indeed  feel  very  proud  of 
this  achievement. 

In  some  areas  however  there  is  still  a great  demand  for  Council 
houses,  particularly  in  the  industrial  areas  of  the  Rural  District, 
and  sites  are  being  acquired  for  this  purpose. 

The  Council  have  purchased  some  twenty  acres  of  land  in  the  Llan- 
gunnor  area  and  have  plans  to  build  some  172  dwellings  thereon 
when  the  economic  climate  is  more  favourable.  This  site  is  near 
the  town  of  Carmarthen,  and  it  is  assumed  that  a number  of  tenants 
living  in  Council  houses  in  the  remoter  parts  of  the  Rural  District 
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will  wish  to  transfer  to  this  site,  thus  helping  to  relieve  the  Waiting 
List  for  houses  in  the  various  villages  and  thereby  ensuring  a saving 
of  building  costs  to  the  Council. 

Due  to  the  brake  on  Council  house  building  for  general  needs 
the  Council  approved  a programme,  submitted  by  the  Public 
Health  Department,  for  the  erection  of  157  dwellings  (mainly 
bungalows),  for  the  rehousing  of  families  falling  into  the  following 
categories: — 

(i)  Slum  Clearance: 

(ii)  Aged  People; 

(iii)  Families  living  in  badly  overcrowded  or  squalid  conditions; 

(iv)  Incoming  Industrial  Workers. 

It  is  hoped  that  during  1962  a number  of  these  dwellings  will 
be  erected. 

A slum  clearance  problem  still  exists,  and  this  continues  to 
receive  the  attention  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  A clearance 
area  is  proposed  for  the  area  of  Lower  Gosport  Street,  Laugharne, 
and  an  effort  is  being  made  to  acquire  four  houses  for  demolition, 
together  with  a number  of  other  ruined  properties  in  this  vicinity. 
The  redevelopment  of  the  Gosport  Street  and  Frogmore  Street 
areas  is  a public  health  need  of  some  urgency. 

Efforts  are  also  made  to  acquire  by  agreement  five  houses  at 
Porthyrhyd  and  four  houses  at  Meinciau  in  order  that  the  properties 
can  be  demolished  and  new  dwellings  erected  on  the  cleared  sites.

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Housing  (Financial  Provision)  Act,  1958: 

Housing  (House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959): 

During  the  year  the  implementation  of  the  Discretionary  Grants 
Scheme  continued  to  operate  very  satisfactorily,  and  112  applica- 
tions were  approved  in  principle  by  the  Council.  The  Council 
have  made  a commendable  contribution  in  this  important  field 
of  housing,  as  it  has  done  a great  deal  to  arrest  the  gradual  deterior- 
ation of  the  structural  condition  etc.  of  the  older  properties  and 
brought  them  up  to  a satisfactory  standard  of  fitness.  I must 
again  mention  the  excellent  co-operation  that  exists  between  the 
Public  Health  Department  and  the  Engineer’s  Department  in 
dealing  with  these  applications,  and  this  undoubtedly  has  been 
the  main  contributory  factor  in  the  successful  organisation  and 
administration  of  the  scheme. 

The  Standard  Grants  Scheme  has  also  had  beneficial  results, 
in  so  much  that  36  properties  have  during  the  year  been  brought 
up  to  the  modified  standards  as  required  by  the  Act.  This  scheme 
finds  favour  particularly  with  house-owners  in  areas  where  sewerage 
schemes  have  been  recently  completed  by  the  Council. 

Since  the  operation  of  the  Improvement  Grant  Schemes  the 
Council  have  given  approval  in  principle  to  947  Discretionary 
Grant  and  97  Standard  Grant  applications,  of  which  no  fewer 
than  801  (736  Discretionary;  65  Standard)  have  been  completed — 
an  achievement  the  Council  can  justly  be  proud  of. 


POST  WAR  PROGRAMME 
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Water  Supply: 

Mr.  G.  G.  Thomas,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  reports 
as  follows  on  the  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  1961 . 

“ The  whole  of  the  Council’s  area  covered  by  mains  water  received 
constant  and  adequate  supplies  during  the  year.  The  Western 
Area  Augmentation  Scheme  again  justified  its  construction  by 
counter  balancing  any  cuts  in  the  Narberth  bulk  supply  to  this  area. 

The  Fringe  Area  Water  Scheme  came  into  operation  in  the 
Spring  of  1961  and  has  worked  efficiently  since  its  inception. 

Also  completed  during  the  year  was  the  link  up  between  Porth- 
yrhyd  and  Carmarthen  which  has  provided  a more  reliable  supply 
to  the  higher  reaches  of  Pensarn  as  well  as  supplying  many  prop- 
erties en  route.  The  new  mass  concrete  reservoir  at  Gorslas 
was  also  completed  and  this  has  increased  the  storage  capacity 
on  the  Eastern  Area  Scheme  to  750,000  gallons.  The  construction 
of  the  settling  tanks  also  at  Gorslas  was  not  completed  during 
the  year  but  they  should  be  operating  early  in  1962. 

The  extensions  to  the  Eastern,  Western  and  Llawddog  Schemes 
mentioned  in  my  report  of  1960  were  not  completed  in  1961  due 
to  delays  in  the  delivery  of  pumping  equipment  but  all  should  be 
in  operation  by  the  Spring  of  1962.  During  the  year  approval  was 
received  to  relay  a section  of  old  mains  between  Porthyrhyd  and 
Drefach  and  this  will  be  done  early  in  1962. 

Tenders  for  the  Gynnin  Valley  Scheme  were  at  long  last  invited 
during  the  Autumn  and  a Contractor  has  been  appointed.  Work 
will  start  in  1962  and  should  take  some  15  to  18  months  to  complete. 

Some  steps  were  taken  during  the  year  to  obtain  approval  to 
commence  the  first  phase  of  the  Towy  Water  Scheme  which  will 
provide  a bulk  supply  to  Carmarthen  Borough  as  well  as  augmen- 
ting the  Council’s  other  schemes.  It  is  hoped  that  matters  will 
be  taken  further  during  1962. 

Investigations  on  a source  at  Morfa  Bychan,  Pendine  were 
also  carried  out  during  the  year.  The  yield  of  this  source  is  expected 
to  be  such  as  will  justify  carrying  out  a pumping  scheme  to  serve 
the  needs  of  the  Western  area  and  so  dispense  with  the  bulk  supply 
from  Narberth.  Again  it  is  anticipated  that  this  proposal  will 
be  taken  further  in  1962, 
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Numerous  extensions  in  various  parts  of  the  area  have  been 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  approval  and  it  is  hoped  that  approval 
for  some  of  these  will  be  forthcoming  in  1962. 

The  purity  of  all  supplies  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained.”

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With  the  exception  of  one  source,  no  supply  has  a plumbo- 
solvent  action.  The  source  referred  to  is  treated  by  filtration 
through  magnesite  before  entering  the  service  mains,  and  tests 
of  the  water  in  these  mains  have  not  shown  any  plumbo-solvent 
action. 

Domestic  Connections  to  Farm  Water  Supply  System: 

As  in  former  years,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  submitted, 
for  bacteriological  examination,  a large  number  of  water  samples 
from  new  grant-aided  farm  water  schemes.  Certificates  of  suitability 
for  domestic  use  were  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  where  the  results 
proved  satisfactory,  and  samples  which  gave  unsatisfactory  results 
were  followed  up. 

Sewerage : 

Mr.  G.  G.  Thomas,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  reports 
as  follows: — 

“Work  on  the  sewerage  schemes  at  Ferryside  and  Abergwili 
proceeded  throughout  1961.  In  spite  of  extremely  difficult  ground 
conditions  especially  at  Ferryside  the  progress  on  both  schemes 
was  such  that  they  should  be  in  full  operation  early  1962. 

Negotiations  have  been  carried  out  with  the  Cow  & Gate 
Company  regarding  their  contribution  towards  the  cost  of  the  St. 
Clears  Sewerage  Scheme  and  it  is  hoped  that  settlement  of  this 
question  will  enable  this  scheme  to  be  started  in  1962. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  on  the  preparatory  work  for 
Llangunnor,  Carway,  Cynwyl  and  Meidrim  Schemes.” 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  the  Council’s  refuse  collection  service  continued 
to  operate  satisfactorily,  and  every  effort  was  made  to  extend 
this  service  wherever  possible.  Although  the  Rural  District  covers 
a very  large  area  and  is  mainly  agricultural  in  character  some 
seventy-one  per  cent  of  the  properties  have  their  refuse  collected. 
This  service,  which  is  carried  out  in  all  weather,  is  much  appreciated 
by  the  rate-payers,  and  endeavours  are  being  made  to  improve 
the  efficiency  of  the  service,  but  at  the  same  time  keeping  the  cost 
of  collection  at  a minimum.  Due  to  the  influx  of  an  increasing 
number  of  tourists  and  holiday-makers  to  the  coastal  areas  of  the 
Rural  District  a twice  weekly  collection  of  refuse  from  such  areas 
was  carried  out  during  the  period  July  to  the  end  of  August. 

The  Council’s  refuse  disposal  sites  throughout  the  area  were 
maintained,  as  far  as  practicable,  in  good  order,  and  efforts  are 
being  made  to  centralize  them  wherever  possible.  At  present 
they  are  maintained  and  levelled  manually,  but  a recommendation 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Council  for  the  purchase  of  a mechanically 
operated  vehicle  for  use  on  such  sites.  It  is  hoped  in  the  coming 
year  that  such  a vehicle  will  be  available,  as  its  use  will  not  only 
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expedite  the  work  on  these  disposal  sites  but  will  also  ensure  that 
they  are  at  all  times  kept  in  a satisfactory  state. 

Caravan  Sites: 

The  “ Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960  ” 
came  into  effect  during  the  latter  half  of  1960,  and  conferred  on 
Local  Authorities  and  Planning  Authorities  more  effective  powers 
for  controlling  caravan  sites  by  introducing  a new  licensing  system 
to  be  administered  by  Local  Authorities.  As  mentioned  in  my 
1960  Annual  Report  caravanning  as  a holiday  is  becoming  increas- 
ingly popular,  especially  with  families  with  young  children,  and 
Local  Authorities  with  a coastal  belt  must  ensure  that  properly 
managed  sites  are  provided  so  that  the  highest  possible  standard 
of  environment  hygiene  is  maintained. 

During  the  year  action  was  taken  to  eliminate  moveable  dwellings 
from  unauthorised  sites  within  the  area.

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The  annual  ten  per  cent  baiting  of  sewers  was  undertaken  in 
May,  and  was  followed  by  the  first  maintenance  treatment,  when 
154  manholes  were  test-baited.  The  second  maintenance  treat- 
ment was  carried  out  in  November. 

The  Council’s  sewage  disposal  works  and  the  refuse  disposal 
sites  throughout  the  district  were  regularly  inspected,  and  treat- 
ments were  carried  out  when  necessary. 

As  in  previous  years,  numerous  complaints  concerning  bats,  flies, 
wasps  etc.,  were  dealt  with  by  the  staff  in  addition  to  their  normal 
work.

Apart  from  an  epidemic  of  Measles  there  was  no  untoward 
outbreak  of  infectious  disease. 

During  the  year  414  cases  of  Measles  were  notified,  359  of  these 
were  children  under  nine  years  of  age.  There  was  no  death  from 
this  disease  or  any  of  its  sequelae. 

You  will  note  from  the  Classification  of  Deaths  table  on  page  9 
that  one  death  from  Acute  Poliomyelitis  occurred,  and  that  no 
case  of  this  disease  has  been  recorded  in  the  table  of  Infectious 
Diseases  cases  notified:,  during  the  year.  The  case:  in  question 
was  a male,  aged  55  years,  who  died  at  the  West  Wales  General 
Hospital,  Carmarthen  on  21st  August,  1961  and  the  cause  of 
death  was  given  as  Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

Following  enquiries  in  connection  with  this  death  l was  verbally 
informed  by  the  Hospital  Pathologist  that  the  further  laboratory 
examination  of  certain  tissues  hadconfirmedthat  the  cause  of  death  in 
this  case  was  not  Acute  Poliomyelitis  as  was  first  diagnosed  following 
post-mortem  without  inquest  and  that  the  final  diagnosis  was 
“ Acute  Peripheral  Neuropathy,”  As  a result  of  this  change 
in  diagnosis  this  .was  not  therefore  included.  iremy..recards...as..a. ...

I should  like  once  more  to  stress  upon  parents  the  need  for 
the  continued  immunisation  of  all  children,  especially  against 
Diphtheria,  and  that  they  receive  “ boosting  ” doses  at  five  yearly 
intervals. 

I fear  the  non-occurrence  of  this  disease  in  the  rural  area  for 
the  last  fifteen  years  has  tended  to  make  parents  forget  the  value 
of  immunisation. 


VACCINATION

Condemned  foodstuffs  are  destroyed,  either  by  burial  on  the 
Council’s  Refuse  Disposal  Sites,  or  by  incineration,  as  appropriate. 
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Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations: 

During  the  year  a further  six  premises  were  registered  for  the 
the  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream. 

There  is  now  one  ice-cream  manufacturer  in  the  rural  area 
whose  product  complies  fully  with  the  Ice-Cream  Heat  Treatment 
Regulations.  There  are  ninety-six  ice-cream  retailers,  most  of  these 
selling  pre-packed  ice-cream  supplied  by  well-known  manufacturers. 

As  in  former  years  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  carried  out 
regular  visits  to  the  premises  of  both  manufacturers  and  retailers 
to  ensure  that  a high  standard  of  personal  hygiene  was  maintained 
by  the  handlers  of  this  product,  and  that  all  utensils  used  were 
kept  in  a most  clean  condition. 

The  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960: 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  numerous  visits  to  food  prem- 
ises within  the  area,  and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  maintain,  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  occupiers  concerned,  the  highest  standard 
of  food  hygiene.

PRIVATE  SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

The  number  of  private  slaughterhouses  operating  in  the  Rural 
District  area  is  twenty,  including  one  horse  slaughterhouse,  but 
of  this  number  only  in  respect  of  six  have  proposals  been  submitted 
which  will  bring  them  up  to  the  required  standard.  Detailed  discus- 
sions have  taken  place  with  the  owner/occupiers  of  the  premises 
concerned  regarding  the  improvements  necessary.  Five  have 
submitted  proposals  to  modernise  their  slaughterhouses  and 
the  other  has  submitted  plans  for  building  a new  slaughterhouse. 

It  was  originally  suggested  that  the  Ministry  might  recommend 
the  30th  September,  1961,  as  the  appointed  day  for  the  construction 
regulations  to  apply  to  all  slaughterhouses  in  the  Rural  District, 
but  due  to  varying  factors  the  appointed  day  has  now  been  fixed 
as  1st  July,  1962.  After  that  date  it  will  be  an  offence  for  butchers 
to  slaughter  animals  in  private  slaughterhouses  which  are  not 
up  to  the  required  standard. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  again  carried  out  meat  inspection 
duties  at  the  Carmarthen  Borough  Slaughterhouse  due  to  the 
absence  through  illness  of  the  Borough  Public  Health  Inspector.
